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etween 31 January and 10 February 1951, a Soviet radio installation was 
observed on a hill south of Phoeben. “he hill was densely covered with 
coniferous trees. rom the north, the installation could be approached 
only up to a distance of about 150 meters. The upper section of a pillar, 
about 50 em in dianeter, was vaguely seen between the trees, Cn top of 
the pillar were two frames, about 15 x 3 weters and apparently strung with 
wires, Both a thick and a thin cable led from the radio installation to 
Phoeben, A construction detail, of one lieutenant and 20 men wearing blue 
service color, was laying a four-wire overhead line south of the radio 
installation. (1)

Tt was observed from the western edge of the Uerder airfield that a building 
with two annexes was on the southern edze of the field and that each annex 
had a red on its roof.

Four masts, about 10 to 10 neters hich, were bein: erected on the western 
edge of the landing field. The masts had three cuy wires at the top and 
mid-point respectively. Three cf the masts, about 10 meters apart, were set 
up in u+S direction, whereas the fourth mast was about 50 meters farther to 
the west. There was no te.porary buildine near the masts. 04 9 February 
one radio truck was parked at the northern mast, another at the western mast 
and still another at the southern nast. The trucks were separated from each 
other by about 10 meters. ‘lire ran from each truck to the mast head next to 
which the truck was parked, () 
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The presence of a radar set was previously reported by another 
source. According to the rough des~ 


oription, the set is -robably a Dumbo type. It is believed that 
the set belonzs to tae headquarters of the Twenty-Fourth Air Army 
stationed in werder.
